in Damascus. 
One of the most im portant a ttri­ 
butes of the new ship, which is now 
located tem porarily a t the Miller 
airport a t N orth Benton, is the fact 
that it can land with a roll of only 
100 feet and tak es off in an equally 
surprising short space. 
Easton is now work ing on and 
has 
nearly 
completed 
a 
tricy cle 
landing gear for the plane and has 
several other improvem ents to mak e 
since the first flights. 
Definite perform ance figures are 
not available 
as y et, but witnesses 
to the initial trials say the ship 
can k eep up with the best in its 
class for speed and maneuverability .

Easton, who is 30, form erly work ed 
as an aeronautical engineer at the

It showed 22 per cent apparently ready to 
believ e In anti-Sem itism , 8 0 per cent in fav or of a 
long occu pation, 62 per cent believ ing U. 8 . m ilitary 
g ov ernment shou ld be tou g her and 71 per cent be­ 
liev ing It shou ld be tou g her with Nazis particu larly . 
Nineteen per cent thou g ht Germ any had g ood 
reasons for g oing to war. 28 per cent ag reed with 
so me of the Germ an ex planations for g oing to war, 
and 2 9 per cent liked G erm ans better after liv ing 
amo ng them than they did before 
Fou rteen per cent 
didn't like them as well. T hirty per cent liked G er­ 
mans better than the Eng lish or the French. It will 
be no ted th at the sentim ents which will shock ex ­ 
tremists and g iv e the rest of us something to think 
abo ut are m inority percentag es. 
They are probably not at g reat v ariance with the 
sentiments th at wou ld be ex pressed at home by a 
similar g rou p of Americans. 
It Is u nfortu nate that 
pu blic opinion is not alway s 100 per cent for or 
ag ainst, bu t u ndeniably tru e th at it almost nev er is 
The g reat m erit o f pu blic opinion polLs is not what 
they hav e rev ealed abou t Issues, bu t what they hav e 
rev ealed abou t people—th at on most 
issu es 
their 
o pinio n is so closely div ided and so su sceptible to 
chang e that "pu blic opinion" in most cases is "pu blic 
o pinio ns".

Giv en that, we shall hav e a perm anent su ccessor 
to the late OWI and Office of Inter-A m erican Af­ 
fairs whose object, according to Assistant Secretary 
of 8 tate Benton, is to g iv e foreig n peoples "a fu ll and 
fair pictu re of American life and of the aims and 
policies of the United States g ov ernment ". Its instru ­ 
m ents will Inclu de worldwide shortwav e broadcasts 
and wireless bu lletins ev ery day , newsreels and docu ­ 
m entary films, periodicals and su ch like. 
Mr. Benton has said the new ag ency has no In­ 
tention of competing with foreig n propag anda abroad 
He has likewise declared that It is not Intended to

Perhaps Mr. Benton is wise in making tills ex pla­

This not only promises a long -needed improv e­ 
m ent in the condu ct of the V eterans’ Adm inistration, 
bu t also g iv es notice that the new adm inistrator is a 
m an who can operate with the same q u iet effectiv e­ 
ness in peace th at he showed in war. By a seeming ly 
insig nificant directiv e, he has fou nd a short cu t to 
the solu tion of m any v eterans’ problems. 
Of cou rse, General Bradley , being an activ e m em ­ 
ber of the reg u lar Army , will not become Mr Bradley 
Bu t his conv ersion to a civ ilian way of thinking seems 
complete.

Epilepsy

condition characterized by 
attacks 
in which there may be spasm s of 
the mu scles with or w ithou t loss of 
consciou sness. 
According to Doctor W illiam G. 
Lennox of 
the 
H arv ard 
Medical 
School, there are 
sev en 
ty pes of 
seizu res which may occu r in epi­ 
lepsy . The first is known as Jac k­ 
sonian. In this condition there art- 
con v u lsiv e mov ements which beg in 
in an arm or leg and spread » u p­ 
ward. The patient does not lose 
consciou sness. 
The second 
tjp e is 
known as a 
focal fit. In this condition the con­ 
v u lsion or spasm may be lim ited to 
>ne side of the body , w ith tu n i­ 
ng of the ey es and 
head 
to one 
u de. 
The third ty pe is known as g rand 
nal epilepsy , In which there are 
loss of consciou sness and conv u l- 
,ions affecting the whole body . 
Fo urth Gro up 
Psy chomotor seizu res 
make 
u p 
the fou rth g rou p 
In these cases, 
the patients hav e amnesia or the 
,tate in which they do not know 
what they are doing . After the a t­ 
tack is ov er, 
the 
patient has no 
memory 
of 
w hat 
occu rred, 
and 
may ev en be u naware that any thing 
took place. 
In the fifth ty pe, petit mal epi­ 
lepsy , there is a temporary loss of 
consciou sness with some jerking of 
the face mu scles. 
| 
My oclonic jerks are sy mptoms of j 
the six th ty pe. 
These 
are 
sing le, 
shock-like jerks of 
the 
arm 
or 
tru nk mu scles w ithou t any loss of 
consciou sness. 
In the sev enth ty pe or "lack of 
m otion” epilepsy , there seems to 
be some su dden collapse of m an) 
of the mu scles, with nodding of the 
head. 
The last three ty pes occu r most 
freq u ently in children. 
Sy mpto m s Occur 
W hen any swmptoms of 
epilepsy 
occu r, a carefu l 
stu dy 
m u st 
be 
made by a doctor to determine, if 
possible, 
what 
is 
produ cing 
the 
u ou oie. since u pon this decision the 
ty pe of treatm ent to be g iv en m u st 
be determined. 
In treating epilepsy , 
there 
are 
fou r m ethods of attack One is the 
use of g ood hy g iene and the prop­ 
er well-balanced diet! second, su r­ 
g ical treatm ent, third, the u se of 
dru g s, 
and 
fou rth, 
psy cholog ical 
treatm ent. 
Ju st what ty pe of dru g s Is to be 
employ ed will depend on the ty pe 
of epilepsy 
which 
has 
occu rred 
Among 
those 
fou nd most 
u sefu l 
are bromides, 
phenobarbital 
and 
pheny toin sodiu m. 
A new medicine known 
as 
tri- 


dione, which is not as y et g ener­ 
ally av ailable, has been fou nd p ar­ 
ticu larly helpfu l In the petit mal 
ty pe of the disease.
